Wages Up in New York: The Department of Labor 
of New York State reports that employees of drv- 
cleaning establishments in the state gained an average 
wage increase of 6 cents an hour over a 17-month 
period, Average hourly earnings were $1.04 in June 
1951 as against 9S cents in February 1950. In New 
York City the average was $1.07 in June 1951, and 
$1.01 in February 1950. In the rest of the state. average 
hourly earnings rose from 94 cents to SLOL during 
that period 


Bailee Insurance: The legislature of Novia Scotia 
Canada, has passed an Unclaimed Articles Act provid- 
ing for the disposal of unclaimed articles left in dry- 
cleaning plants after six months, or after two years it 
left for storage, The act is similar to one in effect in the 
Province of Ontario

Maintenance in the Middle 


There was a picture on page 52 of our February 
Guidebook Issue showing the maintenance department 
at the Lungstras plant. One lesson big-plant experience 
teaches a drycleaner is the importance of the mainte- 
nance department. It is reflected here in the fact that it 
is right in the middle of the plant. All the moving pro- 
duction equipment is in a semicircle around it.

Part Il: More sleeving operations on puff irons 


by LAURA HERRMANN PORTERFIELD 


A. Instructions to Trainers 
1. Get one step perfected at a time. 

Your new girl should stay at work on the sleeve 
alone for a while so as not to confuse her. You will find 
that if you try to show her all the puff iron operations 
at one time. she will become confused and it will take 
her longer to learn 

Although we recommend completely finishing one 
dress before starting another, we don't advocate teach- 
ing this way. If the new girl is your only operator, let 
her finish all the sleeves vou have. first, and then do all 
the tops, ete She will not have any speed the first day

I. No, we do it after we take the sleeve off. Hold on to 
the cuff like this as we take it off the puffer, and do 
each cuff right away. Use your hand pad like this, to 
be sure you have a good crease on the edges of the 
cult, 
QO. How about those gathers? Thev look kind of drawn 
I. Yes, well touch them up as soon as we move over to 
the other puffers Right now Id like to go over some 
more sleeves with vou. Remember. we alwavs start at 
the underarm seam. This is one wavy we can be sure 
weve done the whole sleeve and not do any of it over 
twice 

Be sure to hold the part ot the sleeve that’s not on 
the putter out straight so we don't get anv leave-ofl 
marks. Hold on to the shoulder in vour left hand as vou 
remove the sleeve from the machine turn the sleeve 
around and work the cuff around the small end of the 
sleever, never letting go of the shoulder. This wav vou 
wont have to fumble around looking for the neck open 
ing when vou want to do the other sleeve 

Now when we do a loose short or three-quartes 
le nath sleeve, vou notice that we keep our index finger 
on the inside of the sleeve so that it’s down tight on the 
top as we go around the sleever.

A. Instructions to Trainers—Sleeve Touch-ups

Be sure to explain about straightening out the 
shoulder pads and fitting them smoothly into the arm- 
hole to give a nice fall to the sleeve. while doing the 
head of the sleeve. 


2. Gathers and tucks. 

It is quite difficult for many operators to do gathers 
and tucks without stretching material over the ball end 
of the small puffer. You must stress holding the gar- 
ment from the puffer to avoid leave-off marks 


3. Cuff edges. 


Stress use of hand pad on edge ot culls 


4. Trimming. 

This should include collars, bows, ete. Operator 
should be told of procedure—sleeves first, then trim, 
body, skirt. garment finished 

Watch that the operator doesn't skip any places 
when she is learning to finish the ruffles; it is so easy

EDITOR'S NOTE 

This article is taken from Mr. Keves’ speech at the 
National Institute of Rug Cleaning convention in Boston 
on January 19, 1952 

It is not his entire speech, but has been edited to bring 
Natronan & Dyen’s rug cleaning readers the most 
important points made by an experienced television ad- 
vertsing expert 

After reading the text and examining the drawings that 
show Adams & Swett’s attention-getting technique, the 
reader will find that the following facts were the kevs to 
successful television advertising for this rug cleaner:

No matter how smart an agency may be—and no 
matter how close. their relationship with the radio 
stations—they cannot do effective “projection buying” 
of spots without full cooperation of the client. 

Nowadays, if vou are to build a real sales-making 
schedule of spot radio or TV, vou must have open-end 
instructions from your client to buy. You must have 
authority to buy a spot instantly, on intuition, on hunch, 
on grapevine rumor—or on astute, cold logic or special 
knowledge. Our client has always supplied full coopera- 
tion in this projection buying 

I have given vou this background on radio because 
Adams & Swett continues to use both radio and televi- 
sion.

It is interesting to note that after a two-year search 
for an exclusive advertising theme, Bendix has hit upon 
“You don't slosh dirt on fresh washed clothes—why 
buy a washer that does?” Their shock-type illustration 
shows a housewife throwing a pail of dirty water on 
her clean laundry 

So with our client, we use shock-type illustrations . 
of negative situations. In the one or two films where we 
departed slightly from the shock-type opening. the 
impact is weakened by just that much. 

[A few of the shock-type illustrations which were 
then shown to the convention audience have been 
sketched to accompany this article, and should give 
the reader an idea of the successful technique used by 
Adams & Swett. | 

In closing, | want to point out just one more fact. 
From time to time, spot checks have been made among 
new Adams & Swett customers. When these customers 
were asked why they sent their rugs to Adams & Swett

storage promotion. However, he expects the service to 
help ease costs in the sales department and in plant 
overhead. Therefore, any additional expense in getting 
the sideline up to the $10,000 level as soon as possible 
will be « ounterbalanc ed by Savings in drycleaning costs 
In this light, he should be willing to torego the first 
year’s storage-vault profits 

Thus, with an ultimate profit of 10 percent in mind 
and 10 percent is low for vault operations), the dry- 
cleaner can hope for 4 to 5 percent profit the first vear, 
and add another $400 or $500 to the initial promotion 
of garment storage 


Sales Training Essential 


Many a new sideline never grew and finally died be- 
cause the people who were meant to sell it never under- 
stood it. A must for both drivers and salesgirls is a 
manual on garment storage, even if it consists only of a 
single sheet of mimeographed paper. This manual 
should include all prices for cleaning, repair, storage 
remodeling refinishing or special handling, and any 
other service that vou offer with vour garment storage. 

The manual should describe in detail what a cus- 
tomer can expect and, even more important, what she 
cannot expect. The salespeople must be trained from 
the start not to promise the impossible. The manual 
should take up the problem of unserviceables and in- 
spection. It should provide tested sentences that sales- 
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here it counts!

The most effective door opener has proved to be 
a lapel button, about three inches in diameter, worn by 
each salesperson. It should be printed with something 
like “Ask Me About Our New Fur Storage Service” or 

Ask Me How To Save Closet Space” or even just “Ask 

Mew” It not overworked, these buttons can be vour 
biggest volume builder with present customers 

Store displays are another method of building stor- 
age volume from present drycleaning customer traffic 
Number one on the display list should be the bank-type 
vault door. If at all possible, it should be made a part 
of the call office, visible to the customer as she stands 
at the counter. This impressive door, with its appear- 
ance of strength and safety. is a natural sales builder 
Except for on-schedule polishing, it costs nothing as a 
way to advertise storage 

Other storage displays in the call office can also be 
very effective. One cleaner took two fur coats on con- 
signment from a large department store and placed 
them on clothes dummies. These were then enclosed in 
an airtight glass display case in a strategic spot. The 
name of the store where the coats could be bought was 
also displayed, giving both parties the benefit of a low- 
cost promotion device 

In place of actual furs, which may present an in- 
surance problem, photographs can easily be used in 
store posters and in windows. They have even been 
used as visual aids in selling storage on the route. Each 
driver was given a set of four photographs to show the 


HOW TO GET YOUR PROMOTION STARTED 


1. Budget. Be a little high in the appropriation 
for the first year, planning to take out the extra 
profits in the long run. 


2. Prepare your staf}. Hold meetings to brief 
production and sales personnel—in advance. 


3. Promote. Let the public know you have 
something new by using some of that budget for 
a good-sized introductory push. 


4. Keep promoting. The effects of advertising 
grow like a rolling snowball, so plan in advance to 
keep a percentage of all advertising concentrated 
on storage. Frequent meetings will keep you and 
vour staff storage-conscious.

The more usual pro 
cedure is to arrange for group visits by appointment. If 
conducted tours are featured, usually one or two atter-

Excellent sources of group visitations are church and 
womens Clubs. Many cleaners pay a small amount tor

Twenty percent of this cleaner’s solicitation calls re- 
sulted in some immediate business. Sales aids used by 
the men were storage folders, give-away blotters and 
pictures of the modern facilities 

Year in and year out, based on this solicitation, this 
vault averages 90 percent of capacity. In addition, the 
owner feels that many over-the-counter sales are de- 
laved results of the solicitors’ calls. Best of all, he states 
that business added to other departments than fur 
storage has more than paid tor this type of promotion 


Standard Advertising Media 

1 he methods disc ussed above have been specific ally 
successful in selling storage alone. There should, how- 
ever, be a tie-in with the methods used in advertising 
any service. How can the general sales promotion media 

principally newspapers, radio and direct mail—be 
used to sell storage? 

There is no infallible advertising formula, but the 
general rules that apply to good newspaper, radio and 
direct-mail promotion can be applied to storage sales 

Rules to remember about newspaper advertising 
luck 


l. Be consistent. Plan your schedule a year in ad- 
vance, taking space at- least twice a week. Remember 
that vour storage ads will be heavy in the spring Fit 
this seasonal advertising into vour over-all plan for all 


SeCTVICES 


2. Identify your advertisements. Use the same dis- 
tinctive svmbols in storage ads that are used in drv- 
cleaning promotion. The familar symbols may be the 
firm signature, plant picture, telephone number, slogan 
framing of the ad. cartoon or trademark. These may 
varv in size and location, but should alwavs be the same 
itt appearance 


3. Make your messages newsworthy. All copy should 
stress the benefits of vault protection. It should be short 
and timely, but complete. It should be positive and en- 
thusiastic. Tie in with such events as Community Chest 
and Spring Cleaning Week, but try for a different angle

2. Spot commercials and specials can have an im- 
mediate sales effect. While the usual effect of radio ad- 
vertising is long-range, concentrated effort can promote 
a certain part of the over-all business successfully for a 
short period of time 


3. Radio commercials should be written by a profes- 
sional, (This is even more important in preparing tele- 
vision programs.) Commercials must embody certain 
tested principles. Copy must be short. It should men- 
tion the firm name at least twice, but not so often as to 
repel the listener. It must be truthful and sincere, mak- 
ng no implausible or exaggerated claims It should 
sound as if one person was naturally chatting with an- 
other. It should stress the listener's interest, not the ad- 
vertiser’s. There should be a stimulus to immediate 
action. The plantowner should supply the original in-

Direct-mail promotion brings up these considera- 
tions: 


1. Success depends upon the quality of the mailing 
list. Even the better-than-average plant has a customer 
turnover of 30 percent due to the natural movements 
of the population. Unless the list is regularly culled for 
deaths, removals, quits, duplications and incorrect 
names and addresses, mailings can become 20 percent 
less effective in two years. 


2. Properly used, direct mail is more flexible, more 
direct and more effective than cheaper media. Postcard 
mailings run four to six cents per reader, letters average 
seven to ten cents each, and the cost can be limitless on 
fancier mailings. But you can pick and choose who's 
going to get storage promotion You can spot any sec- 
tion of town, any income group, any club group or or- 
ganization membership. By being careful with the list 
vou can see that the mailings go to the most logical stor 
age prospects. There is no waste circulation with direct 
mail unless the user wastes it himself. 


3. The middle of the week is the best time to avoid 
heavy mail days. There is tremendous competition for 
the eye of the public. Try to plan your mailings so they 
will arrive on Tuesday, Wednesday or Thursday, but 
avoid the first and the fifteenth of the month. 


All of the media regularly used to promote dry- 
cleaning are suitable for garment storage. This is par- 
ticularly true since storage will provide the opportunity 
to vary the old “We Do the Best Drycleaning” theme. 
while at the same time keeping the firm name before 
the public. 

By proper budgeting and planning with your pro- 
ductive and sales staffs, you can easily work vault stor- 
age into your already successful promotion schedules 
In addition, you might pick out one or two of the “all 
storage” devices and let them go to work for you. Care-

Valves that work in corrosive atmospheres soon 
grow “barnacles” that build up around the seat and 
dise rings. In turn, they creep over the seat edges and 
prevent tight closing of the valve. You can clean off 
the barnacles by sandblasting. Then, by applying a good 
coat of paint or metal spray coating on the areas around 
the seat, you can retard barnacle growth although you 
wont stop it. 

If you feel you have to remove seat rings, move very 
carefully. Makeshift arrangements for pulling seat rings 
can lead to broken seat lugs or burred grooves Conven- 
tional wrenches for this job are built to bear uniformly 
on all seat lugs or grooves. Remember, manufacturers 
screw these seats in the first place with machine power. 
Any oxidation of metal parts that takes place with time 
makes these seat rings extremely hard to remove unless 
sturdy, well-designed wrenches are used. If you find 
a seat ring seems abnormally tight look close before you 
try to pull it out. It may be silver-soldered or tack-

Cooperation of drycleaners and department 


store solves many claim problems for both 


WHEN THE DEPARTMENT-STORE MANAGER 
rets in there and cooperates with the dryvcleaner, he can 
ure save himselt a lot of big headaches 

That statement might have been made bv a drv 
cleaner. Actually, it came trom Sheldon Bellis, merchan 
dise manager of the Hart-Albin Company department 
store in Billings. Montana 

Mr. Bellis has an arrangement with Wally Doe and 
John Hovland of Rainbow Cleaners at Billings to bring 
him all the bulletins from the National Institute of 
Cleaning and Dyeing which have to do with fabrics 


The three of them go over the bulletins together and 
vhere there are findings Mr. Bellis feels should be 
passe ton. he has COples made and takes them to New 


York on his next buving trip 
The garment manufacturers.” Mr. Bellis savs, “have 


threse reports but that isnt enough. Youve got to sit 
down and raise hell with them if vou want to get re 
sults. When we learn that a certain fabric doesn't clean 
well or gives trouble at the spotting board, I dont 


buy garments of that fabric. If vou keep at it, the manu 


tacturers will pay attention to vou 

Mr. Bellis attends all local drvcleaners’ meetings, as 
well as the state associations convention each vear 
Whenever he receives a letter trom a rarment manu 


facturer or a customer which contains information he 
feels will benefit the cleaners, he has mime ographe d 
copies made and mails them to every drycleaner in the 


Billings area 
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At the suggestion of Rainbow Cleaners, Mr. Bellis 
has set up a card index file at the department store. The 
cards are filed alphabetically and filed by customers’ 
names. The card shows each garment purchased, its re- 
tail price, and the date of the sale. Any cleaner who 
has a claim on a lost or damaged garment can come to 
the store and find out when it was purchased and the 
price. Or he can phone in and get the information in a 
few seconds. 

“We lean over backwards to pay claims promptly 
and make liberal settlements.” Mr. Doe said. “It has 
been one of our best advertisements, but like all clean 
ers we have some chronic claimers. Being able to find 
out on short notice just when a garment was bought and 
what it cost has been a big help to us. And it certainly 
has a restraining effect on the chronic claimer.” 

Mr. Bellis has a set policy on all claims or complaints 
presented to the Hart-Albin Company by its own cus- 
tomers. If it develops that the damage reported is the 
result of drycleaning, he gets the name of the cleaner 
and asks the customer to leave the garment for further 
examination. He then either goes to the plant with the 
garment or asks the cleaner to come to the store. Then 
when the customer is finally told that the damage to her 
garment is the result of cle aning or spotting the cleaner 
knows what she is going to be told and he is in a better 
position to handle the claim 

The same policy works the other way around at 
Rainbow Cleaners and other local plants in the Billings 
area. When Messrs. Doe and Hovland find a garment 
which was purchased at Hart-Albin and which they feel 
cannot be satistactorily drvcleaned, they go to Mr. Bel- 
lis with the problem before they go to their custome 

\s a result of this close cooperation, Mr. Bellis has 
been able to return shipments of garments which 
proved unserviceable and get an adjustment from the 
manufacturer on the basis of just one or two dissatisfied 
customers 

Mr. Bellis savs that working with local drycleaners 
is paving off for his store. Mr. Doe and Mr. Hovland 
and other Billings cleaners say that the cooperation 
they receive from Hart-Albin and other local stores has 
been a big boost in building goodwill as well as saving 
money on unfair claim adjustments. 

And they all agree that their cooperation Is saving a 
lot of headaches. = =

Liability for Fire Losses 


Where a cleaner’s claim check states that he will not be 
responsible for fire loss or damage to garments, does that put 

n in the clear even when a fire does not appear to be due 
to his fault or that of an ¢ mployer r 


No, according to a decision of the Georgia Court of 
Appeals (Red Cross Laundry v. Tuten, 121 S. E. 865) 

Phe decision seemingly proceeds upon a theory that, 
even if a cleaner and his customer can make a binding 
iwreement releasing the former trom liability for losses 
or damage by fire due to carelessness, there must be 
i special agreement to that effect. The mere fact that 
the customer is handed a slip on which is printed a 
condition like the one mentioned above does not consti- 
tute such an agreement 

But it is not clear from the report of the case 
whether the court put the decision on the ground that 
there was no proot that the customer knew that the 
condition was printed on the slip, or on the ground that 
i condition against liability for loss or damage by 
tire’ covers a fire negligently caused or only one caused 
without fault of the cleaner 

The Georgia Court followed the rule laid down 
ry the courts m other states, to the eflect that where 
coods are lost or damaged in a fire while in the pos- 
ession of a cleaner or other custodian, the fire is pre- 
sumed to have resulted from his carelessness unless 
there is evidence to the contrary 


Union Picketing Enjoined 


When one of 25 nonunion empk vees of a cleaner joined 
nion ard the iplover refused to sign a contract unionizing 
two plants, his four stores were picketed with signs stating 
he refused to pay union wages. The contract would have 
ey ed him to discharge all « his 24 satisfied employees if they

Yes, was the answer given by the Washington 
Supreme Court to both questions But the decision was 
ifluenced by the wording of provisions of the labor 
laws of that state, which may differ somewhat in othe 
ites. However, the decision will be apt to strongly 
niluence future decisions of courts in other states 
where the statutes permit the reac hing of similar con 
lusions. (Ostroff vo. Laundry & Dye Works Drivers’ 
Local No. 566, 225 Pac. 2d 419

which is probably worded like statutes in many other 
states, declares the right of individual workers to freely 
select their own representatives to bargain with their 
employers. The opinion, in effect, says that employees 
have just as much right to refuse to be represented 
by a union as they have to be so represented, and that 
an attempt to coerce them into joining a union is as 
much a wrong against them as against the employer. 

It was argued that the cleaner’s employees could 
look for jobs elsewhere if they refused to join the union 
and were fired on that account under a contract be- 
tween the cleaner and the union. The court answered 
that more than 90 percent of the cleaning business 
in that city was unionized. The opinion relied upon 
the declaration of the United States Supreme Court in 
another case 

‘Organized labor has the right to communicate its 
views either by word of mouth or placards. This 1s 
nothu more nor less thar a method ot persuasion 
But just the minute it steps over the line from per- 
suasion to coercion—it loses the protection of the cons 
titutional guaranty of free speech.” 


Damages to Part of Suit 

Is a cleaner liable for damages to an entire two-piece suit 
where the one piece of the garment received is negligently 
lamaged or lost? 


Not where there is no proof as to the separate value 
of the garment not received or of the ensemble, or that 
when the damaged garment was received it was agreed 
by both parties that its loss or damage would affect 
the value of the remaining part, That is the gist of two 
decisions rendered by the New York Supreme Court, 
Second Department. (Carcone vy. Marcus, 87 N.Y. 
Supp 2d SIL. Ryan v. New Prosperity Cleansing Stores 
Inc., 87 N. Y. Supp. 2d 812 

In each ot the two cases a skirt Was received for 
cleaning without a jacket and the court decided dam- 
ages for injury to the skirt could not include any re- 
duced value of the jacket or the suit 

In an earlier case, the same court applied the same 
rule to liability for injury to one set of drapes matched 
by another set not received by the cleaner. (Grant v. 
Gottbetter, S7 N.Y. Supp. 2d $10 

But the court seems to intimate that if a cleaner 
is informed when an article is received that its loss or 
damage will reduce the value of an ensemble to which 
it belongs, such damages mav be collected if the 
amount can be proved

The second has to do with the 
peculiar piece of property on which the plant is built. 

At present, the plant shares a common driveway 
with the florist next door, from whom the Frederick 
property was purchased. He will not sell the driveway 
alone, so Mr. Frederick planned for the day when he 
might have a neighbor who would not permit dual 
access through the narrow strip. 

The call office extends across the entire 30-foot 
width of the building. In back of this, a part of the 
plant floor area is partitioned off for the owners’ private 
office 

Should the day come when the truck can no longer 
use the side driveway, 10 feet of the call office will be 
knocked out, the partition between the call office and 
private office will be broken down, and the truck will 
be garaged and loaded trom the front 

Office activities will then be transferred to a mez- 
zanine that can easily be built above the remaining 
part of the call office. These, then, are 14-foot ceilings

Mr. Frederick also has his market analyzed, and it 
was partly on this sizing up that he planned the ex- 
pandable Frederick's Cleaners. It's a new angle on

Frederick's is located on Long Island in a rapidly 
growing commuters’ town. Projects and housing de- 
velopments have swelled the population, and we as- 
sumed Frederick's Cleaners was growing with this 
new market.

About 50 cash prizes 
vere awarded; 10 weekly prizes of $1 each, and for 
the month a first prize of $15. second prize $10. and

The results of the contest were highly satisfactory, 


Mr. Stroud reports. During the month in which it ran 
195] thre volume ot he Ss drvcle ining depart- 
nent was $650 more than in June of the previous year 
The increase over May 1951 was also laree proving 
the extra S650 was due to the contest and nota general 

While the contest was specifically intended to bring 
in new patrons, about 75 percent of the entrants were 
old customers.

Fur Collar Into Muff 


How beaver tuxedo was made over 


at small cost into child’s accessory 


by DAVID G. KAPLAN 


PROFITABLE SMALL JOBS in the making over of 
fur collars from outworn cloth coats are often pre- 
sented to the fur department. A typical example is the 
job described and pictured here, tor which a customer 
brought in a full-length beaver tuxedo collar in good 
condition. From this she wanted a muff for her eight- 
vear-old daughter 

rhe stvle the customer selected was the usual bar- 
rel type of muff so popular for children (see Photo- 
rraph No. 1). The style was chosen from an illustrated 
tolder which gave the outside measurements of the 
muff bed so that it was possible to estimate how much 
fur would be needed 

When the muff bed and pattern arrived, the fur 
was trimmed, the worn edges cleaned away and the 
fur compare d with the pattern (see Photograph No, 2). 
It was found that the fur strips were much longer than 
the pattern but lacked about three inches in combined 
Several trial layouts confirmed the fact that 
there could be no variation from the standard “hair-up” 
lavout 

Because of the shading of beaver, patching of addi- 
tional fur to the sides was not acceptable. The only 
satistactory was to open eac h of the let- 
out by which the original beaver skin had 
been elongated and move them back to their original 

thus restoring the half pelt to its shorter, 

wider shape (see Photographs 3 and 5). In effect the 
skin shortened about inch for each of the 
( hevron cuts resewe d I ig l ot diagram 

After the cuts had been reope ned and resewed, the 
skin still lacked sufficient width at the rump. A pair

The number of darts was determined by allowing 
a little more than an inch for each and cutting nine 
darts equally spaced along the edge. After the fur had 
been cut, the darts were sewed up (see Photograph 9 
the hand openings taped for the finisher and the job 
turned over to her (see Photograph 10). The finisher 
basted the fur edges back, then slipped the bed inside 
the fur and blindstitched the fur edge to the bed. A 
quick vacuuming and blowing finished the muff (Photo- 
graph 11 

The charge for the job was $15, The only out-of 
pocket cost was $1.50 for the bed. Direct labor costs 
were based on time consumed, as follows: cutting 
operating, nailing, squaring—two hours; ironing and 
vacuuming—half hour; finishing—half hour, or a total

A. Assuming the fabrics were service- 
able, we call your attention to the four 
main causes of shrinkage: moisture, 
mechanical action, heat, and alkali 
Moisture is by far the most important 
of these factors. The other three have a 
negligible effect on garment shrinkage 
in the absence of moisture. 

Bearing in mind the importance of 
moisture, we suggest you check steam 
and condenser coils for leaks, and make 
sure the water separator is functioning 
properly. Pre-tumble in cold air or 
moderate temperature if garments have 
been rained upon or wet pre-spotted.

Then hang garments in room to pick 
up normal moisture. Continue to pre- 
spot moderately, and resume the use of 
soap. We doubt that there is enough 
alkali or moisture in soaps designed for 
synthetic systems to cause shrinkage.

To let the stores send personnel to the clinics in ro- 
tation and yet maintain adequate sales and purchas- 
ing staffs on duty, Dr. Lyle held eight clinics over the 
next three days.
